Successful MICU fund drive 
was fashioned after United Way 


“We fashioned the fundraising drive for 
the new (Mobile II) unit after the United 
Way drive.’’ explained Daniel O'Rourke, 
chairman of the Upvalley Mobile II 
committee. 

the three-month drive started on March 
15 and ended on June 15 of this year, netting 
over $45,000 in pledges, donations, and sup¬ 
port for an advanced life support unit stati¬ 
oned in Carbondale to serve upper 
Lackawanna County residents. 

A lot of planning and hard work made the 
drive the success that it was. 

First of all, a committee had to be picked. 

The Mobile II committee was picked at a 
February meeting of concerned citizens held 
at Carbondale’s city hall. It consisted of Car¬ 
bondale Mayor Fred J. Mancuso, honorary 
chairman; O’Rourke, chairman; Frank 
Lavin, cochairman; Marty Langman, treas¬ 
urer; and Georgianna Cherinchak-Cole. 
secretary. 

Subcommittees included: Rev. Richard E. 
Beck, churches;_ Edward Krantz, heavy 
industry; Mike Mannion. unions; Dr. Tho¬ 
mas H. Coleman, doctors; Dr. Charles 
Brown, dentists; Vince Jurkowski, civic 
organizations; Jack Kiehart, volunteer fire¬ 
men and ambulance squads; Don Perry, 
banks; Bob McDonnell, merchants; and 
Ruth Roscioli, youth organizations. 

Two geographical chairmen included 
Griff Reynolds, Clifford/Greenfield; and 
Jim McCusker, Forest City. 

Breakdown sheets 

During the same meeting, breakdown 
sheets showing estimated costs of such a 
venture were circulated. 

O’Rourke would later note. “The sheets 
we provided at the meeting earlier this year 
were, in reality, low figures as compared to 
the actual cost of obtaining and equipping 
the new unit.” 

As low as the sheet’s figures were, 
O’Rourke pointed out, they did show that a 
lot of hard work would be needed to raise 
enough money to make Mobile 11 a reality. 

The cost of the new vehicle alone was 
$12,000 without any features added. 

Advanced life support equipment consist¬ 
ing of Pioneer telemetry and life packs ran 
around $15,650. Vehicle alterations were 
projected at $3,500. These alterations would 
include lights, sirens, and heavy duty 
suspension. 

Additional costs listed on the sheet 
included mast suits (adult and pediatric), 
$835; Reeves stretcher, $130; doppler, $345; 


Hare traction splints (adult and pediatric). 
$580; and portable suction. $385. 

Kickoff slated 

After that, meeting plans were initiated. 
Kickoff of the drive was scheduled for 
March 15 and was held at Carbondale City 
Hall, where a large thermometer adorned 
the lobby indicating how the drive was 
progressing. 

The fundraising drive received an imme¬ 
diate boost when Phil Heth, the president of 
the Carbondale Kiwanis Club, announced at 
a Wednesday night meeting of the Mobile II 
committee that the club would purchase and 
donate the four-wheel drive vehicle. 

In addition, it was reported that Emer¬ 
gency Medical Services would put up$8,000 
towards the advanced life support 
equipment. 

Public support was growing. 

Clubs, organizations, and individuals 
were planning bake sales, raffles, and car 
washes to help raise the needed funds. The 
thermometer in the lobby began rising by 
leaps and bounds. 

A Mobile II fund drive account had been 
started at the Liberty Discount and Savings- 
Bank in Carbondale and was being moni¬ 
tored under the watchful eyes of Bill 
Kaufman. 

Committee meetings were scheduled 
every Wednesday night during the course of 
the drive. 

“We were holding meetings, not just in 
Carbondale, but in various spots in the 
upvalley,” O’Rourke explained. 

“This was the best way, we felt, because 
the people in those towns could come to the 
meetings, give their input, and see what was 
going on.” 

Meetings during the course of the drive 
were held in Blakely, Archbald. Mayfield, 
Jermyn, Forest City, and Clifford, the area 
that the new unit would cover. 

Drive goes over 

When the drive ended $10,000 over its 
projected goal on June 15, O’Rourke 
reported that the extra money would be 
needed to cover the costs of extra 
equipment. 

“There were still a few items we had to 
purchase for the unit that we hadn't thought 
of before. Additional radio equipment was 
needed for the vehicle, more mast suits, and 
air packs were also needed. 

“Money was also spent purchasing anten¬ 


nas for 25 area ambulances so that the tele¬ 
metry could be used in the ambulance." 

Upon completion of the drive. O’Rourke 
announced that if everything progressed 
according to schedule, the unit could be in 
operation as early as Sept. I. 

He reported that the new unit was enroute 
to Carbondale and it would go through 
some alterations which would include the 
lights, sirens, striping, and other needed 
work. 

Area residents received their first good 
look at the new vehicle during the third 
annual Pioneer Days celebration in Carbon¬ 
dale as it stood before the bay area doors at 
the central city fire station. 

Meanwhile, renovations on the garage at 
St. Joseph’s Hospital, Carbondale. were 
scheduled to begin. The garage would be the 
base station of the new unit and the two 
paramedics who would staff the vehicle. 

The bulk of the summer was spent obtain¬ 
ing various supplies for Mobile II. 

Cabinets were constructed by the mainte¬ 
nance deparmtnet at St. Joseph’s to hold the 
drug boxes and other equipment to be 
carried. 

Electrical work was scheduled to be done 
in the early fall. 

Grand finale 

The grand finale came on Wednesday, 
Nov. 11, at St. Joseph’s Marian Hall audito¬ 
rium where a wine and cheese victory cele¬ 
bration was held, capping two years of work. 

Certificates of appreciation were awarded 
to all industry, organizations, clubs, and 
individuals who contributed in any way 
towards the successful campaign. 

Those who contributed $500 or more 
received a special framed certificate of 
appreciation. 

In thanking all those who had helped dur¬ 
ing the two years it took to bring the unit to 
Carbondale, O’Rourke quipped, “As in 
every committee, there are five or six people 
who stick with it throughout the campaign 
some to the point where they were in 
danger of divorce. 

“I know my wife offered to let me sleep in 
Mobile 11 several nights.” 

But he added in a more serious note. “All 
you people who worked so hard to obtain 
this unit should be commended for what you 
have done. This is the best-equipped unit in 
Northeastern Pennsylvania, and maybe 
even in the state. We have a lot for which we 
can be proud.”
